HYPNOTIST WOULD BUSY 


SUBJECT 


In Grass Plot at Municipal 


Building 


The board of health even to its extra 
member does not believe in using the 
city hall grass plot for a burial place 
even if the party buried is to be resur­ 
rected after six days, and when Prof. 
Hermann, otherwise called the Great, 
asked the board for permission to plant 
a hypnotized subject in front of city 
hall, all including the fourth member 
denied him the privilege. 
Mr- Hermann entered 
the 
board 
room# Just after the four members had 
finished arguing over the right of Mr. 
O’Connor to sit as a member and Mr. 
O’Connor stayed right there and took 
part in the proceedings though he was 
not recognized officially by the ch air­ 
man.

He said that he had 
buried a woman alive in Philadelphia 
for three days, but had never buried 
a man.

He would suspend anim a­ 
tion in all but the vital organs. 
“How are

would have the box podded and that It 
was fairly warm six feet under ground. 
He did not believe 
that the patient 
would wake up in less than six days, 
though he could not explain the phe­ 
nomenon of his knowing when the six 
days were up. 
“W here do you perform ?” asked Mr. 
O’Connor. 
"Hight here on city hall lot,” ex­ 
plained the “professor ” 
"The acting 
m ayor has promised me the necessary 
permission. 
He believes in hynotlsm 
and has made some experiments him­ 
self. 
He recognizes its value to sci­ 
ence.” 
“This board places a high value upon 
the opinion of the acting m ayor,” ob­ 
served Mr. O’Connor 
“It will bring the town into prom­ 


inence in the scientific world,” argued 
the "professor.” 
“W e are pretty well 
known 
now, 
through two patent medicine factor­ 
ies.” replied the chairm an. 
"I have taught 40 physicians the a rt 
of hypnotism and they are practicing 
it secretly in Boston,” said the "pro­ 
fessor.”

"I have known physicians 
who must have used hypnotism to hold 
their patients through thick and thin.”

T was but a short lime after the 
death of the mother of Jesus that 
what has been referred to in his­ 
tory as the “worship of the Ma­ 
donna" began. 
Immediately after 
tier burial an oratory was erected In the 
valley of Jehoshnphat, whither her fol­ 
lowers made frequent pilgrimages for 
♦he purpose of extolling her as the em­ 
bodiment of virtue. 
It was but natural that the Madonna 
and the Christ Child should he favorite 
subjects for the old masters of paint­ 
ing and sculpture. It would be Impos­ 
sible ti* say just how many Madonnas 
have been painted by the artists of the 
Christian era. but it may be mentioned 
that a few years ago when an Amerl-

can photographer undertook to make a 
composite face of the Virgin Mary he 
used copies of SOO works, every one of 
which was considered by competent 
judges to be entitled to the designation 
"famous.” Of those which are known 
to the general public, however, the best 
liked are the Slstine Madonna, by Ra­ 
phael; "Madonna and Child,” by Bo- 
denhausen; "Our Lady of the Angels,” 
by Bouguereau; “Madonna and Child," 
by Murillo; "Madonna of the Burgo­ 
master,” by Hana Holbein; "Adoring 
Mother," by F. Goodhall, and heads of 
the Virgin Mary by Clmabue, Bellini. 
Botticelli, F ra Angelico, Leonardo da 
Vine!, Carlo Dolce and Piglheln. Near­ 
ly every one of these really great a rt­ 
ists has painted "Mother and Child" in 
various poses, and It Is a remarkable 
fact that not only has each painter pre­ 
served in all of his works the chai ac-] 
♦eristics of one which brought him into 1 
notice, but that all the faces of the Ma­ 
donna when critically examined are 
strikingly alike in feature and expres- ; 
Bion. This is all the more remarkable 
when It Is considered that these are , 
necessary idealizations painted from 
conception of character instead of from 
physical observation, though it is a1- I 
leged that many of the most famous 1 


Madonnas were drawn from beautiful 
women of the times. 
If this is so, it 
must be admitted that the artists dis­ 
played excellent judgment in selecting 
suitable subjects, for the general simi­ 
larity of all the Madonnas has been fre­ 
quently commented upon. 
St. Augustine stated in no uncertain 
terms that no portrait of the Virgin ex­ 
isted in his time, but there was never­ 
theless a story to the effect that tho 
Empress 
Eudoeia 
discovered 
while 
traveling in the Holy Land a painting 
of the Madonna which was thought to 
have been made from life. This is said 
to have been forwarded to a church in 
Constantinople, whence, after many vi­ 
cissitudes, it found its way to the Ca­ 
thedral of St. Mark in Venice. 
There 
it is still said to be, though the weight 
of history would appear to be against 
this theory. 
Of the famous painters of Madonnas, 
none had more interesting careers than 
Bopguereau and Dolce. 
Adolphe Wil­ 
liam Bouguereau is, indeed, as versatile

as any artist of modern times, for while 
he Justly won undying fame by his 
magnificently executed pictures on reli­ 
gious subjects, he is also recognized as 
one of the best delineators of the hu­ 
man figure the world has ever pro­ 
duced. Bouguereau’s critics, while con­ 
ceding his great delicacy, contend that 
his work lacks the force which should 
be a characteristic of every artist who 
aspires to a place among the elect. 
Dolce is notable largely by reason of 
having painted a Madonna which has 
been more generally discussed than 
that of any other artist devoted to the 
idealization on canvas of Biblical char­ 
acters. His detractors—and their name 
is legion—declare that he was weak to 
a surprising degree and affect to be un­ 
able to understand 
why his name 
should have lived through the centu­ 
ries. On the other hand, no portrait of 
the Madonna has ever been more popu­ 
lar with the people at large than 
Dolce’s. 
Piglheln is another artist 
whose work has been most highly com­ 
mended In some quarters at the same 
time that It was disparaged In others, 
his detractors In some cases going to 
the length of declaring that his figures 
are never "In proportion.”

NORTH ADAM?, Dec. 24—North 
Ad­ 
ams has a case of poisoned candy sent 
through the mails, which in many re­ 
spects is as mysterious as the Mollneux 
case in New YOrk city. 
Mrs. C. N. Peers, who lives in Clarks­ 
burg, about 109 feet over the North Ad­ 
ams line, has received through the mails 
a package of candy which a chemical an­ 
alysis proves to have been poisoned. 
The package was delivered at the house 
by the regular mall 
carrier, but the 
postmark was obliterated to a great ex­ 
tent. 
From its 
general 
appearance, 
however, it resembles the postmark of the 
postoffice in this city. 
The presence of a white powder on the 
top of the candy aroused the suspicion 
of Mrs. Beers, and she refused to eat 
any of it. but took the box co a drug 
store, with the request that a chemical 
analysis be made of its contents. 
A prominent chemist analyzed the pow­ 
der on the candy as a rat poison whose 
base is arsenic. 
Large quantities of the powder were 
scattered through the candy, and but for 
the bungling way in which it was put up, 
probably there would have been deaths 
to record as the result. 
The matter has been reported to the 
police, who are new working on the case, 
but with scarcely any clew. 
The post­ 
mark was partly obliterated and while its 
design might indicate the North Adams 
postoffice, yet the same design is used in 
many offices all over the country. 
The fact that the postmark is partly 
obliterated makes it almost impossible 
to trace the package back to its delivery 
by the carrier, and none of the cie’ks 
can be found who noticed the parka : 
while it was In the office. 
This leaves 
the police very much in the dark. 
Mrs. Beers says she has no idea who 
could or would have sent the candy. She 
is unaware of any one who has a grudge 
against her or any member of her family. 
The family c a m e to this section about 
a year ago from the town of Florida, and 
consists of the husband, wife and little 
daughter. 
Mrs. Beers is a woman about 
40 years of age.

were before 
300 surgeons at the Children's hospital. 
The first case was th at of a little girl 
3 1-2 years old and three m inutes after 
she was placed on the operating table 
the limb w as 
In its proper position-

siasm am ong the surgeons who w atch­ 
ed every move with intense interest. 
The second case was that of the boy 
P 1-2 years of age but after 25 minutes 
the eminent surgeon was obliged to 
give up.

Tingley Cabinet, 
was finished. 
An­ 
derson described his Initiation into the 
society of Lost Mysteries of Antiquity, 
Describing the 
initiation 
Anderson 
said It consisted chiefly of 
Mrs. Ting- 
ley’s 
telling 
of hor dog “Spot” and 
w hat 
the dog had done. 
Then Mrs. 
Tingley ate some fruit which was sup­ 
posed to he a mysterious symbol and a 
part of the high Initiation which 
was 
taking place. 
Dr. Anderson said that there were a 
great num ber of ceremonies, 
In 
reference 
to 
the 
food of 
the 
children he continued: 
The little tots were fed principally 
on bread and milk. 
I ani referring to 
those 
from a year 
to two years old. 
There was a class of new babies there. 
These, 
Mrs. Tingley told, 
she 
had 
g reat 
trouble 
with 
because of 
Dr. 
Woods (Mrs. Tingley’s physician), 
Ile 
would not fall Into line with her Ideas 
as to 
the food. 
She said he desired 
o have them fed, while she desired to 
have then 
starved 
first because they 
ould more quickly 
kill out the low 
anim al nature In .those chllldren. She 
believed in giving them very little food 
and the doctor protested.” 
As to the 
parents being 
separated 
from children, Anderson said: 
"I 
know of one 
instance 
in which 
hey were fined. 
It was a m atter of 
discipline/* 
P arents were permitted to see their 
hlldren once In two weeks. 
Referring to the discipline of child­ 
ren. Anderson 
averred: 
"She takes 
awny their 
food, that Is, 
she orders 
them aw ay from the table, "and orders 
them to stop eating It they do anything 
contrary to the 
rules. 
I have seen 
that, and known 
th a t 
they were de­ 
prived 
of a meal for 
the time being. 
did not w atch 
her very closely be- 
ause It 
was considered 
a m atter of 
mpertlnence almost to question her on 
ny of 
her methods 
or 
to observe 
things too closely.” 
Referring to the feeding of 
the b a ­ 
bies Anderson said: 
"I wax going thr#ugh 
the grounds 
once with Mrs. Tingley, 
We came to 
the babies 
arid one 
was only 
a few 
ays old. 
She 
was explaining her 
methods, starvation, withholding the 
food. She said th a t in one case she 
withheld the food 24 hours. 
The child 
was about 
one year old. 
She 
said 
that the children’s lower nature was 
subdued and broken; th a t the quickest 
way to bring It about was to adopt the 
course of withholding 
food from 
the 
child until 
the 
child 
cam e 
to 
its 
senses—until Its soul appeared.” 
In reply to a question touching the 
statu s of the Institution a t Point Loma 
Anderson said: 
“Truthfully It Is 
not a theosophical 
society at all. 
it is a seceded move­ 
ment from 
a theosophical 
society—a 
branch.” 
He said he left the Universal B roth­ 
erhood because Mrs. Tingley had sub­ 
stituted her will for the institution.

FAMOUS 
MADONNAS 
I 


T was but a short time after the 
death of the motlier of Jesus that 
what has been referred to In his­ 
tory as the “ worship of the M a­ 
donna** begari. 
Im mediately after 
her burial an oratory was erected in the 
valley of Jehoshaphat, whither her f o l ­ 
lowers made frequent pilgrimages for 
the purpose of extolling her as the em ­ 
bodiment of virtue. 
It was hut natural that the Madonna 
and the C hrist Child should Ire favorite 
subjects for the old m asters of paint­ 
ing and sculpture. 
It would be Impos­ 
sible to say just how many Madonnas 
have been painted by the artists of the 
Christian era. but it m ay be mentioned 
th a t a few years ago when an Amerl-

can photographer undertook to make a 
composite face of the Virgin Mary he 
used copies of 300 works, every one of 
which was considered by competent 
Judges to he entitled to the designation 
“famous.” Of those which are known 
to the general public, however, the hest 
liked are the Htstine Madonna, by R a ­ 
phael; “M adonna and Child,’* by Bo­ 
den hausen; “Our Lady of the Angela," 
by Bouguereau; “ M adonna and Child," 
by Murillo; ‘ M adonna of the Burgo­ 
master,” by H ana Holbein; "Adoring 
Mother,** by F. Goodhall, and heads of 
the Virgin Mary by Clmabue, Bellini, 
Botticelli. F ra Angelico. Leonardo da 
Vinci, Carlo Dolce and Piglheln. N ear­ 
ly every one of theae really great a r t ­ 
ists has painted “Mother and Child" in 
various poses, and it Is a remarkable 
fact that not only has each painter pre­ 
served in all of his works the charac­ 
teristics of one which brought him Into 
notice, but that all the faces of the M a­ 
donna when critically examined ore 
strikingly alike in feature and expres­ 
sion. 
This is all the more rem arkable 
W’hen it is considered that these are I 
necessary idealisations 
painted from 
conception of character instead of from 
physical observation, though It Is a l­ 
leged that m any of the most famous

M adonnas were draw n from beautiful 
women of the times. 
If this is so, it 
m ust be adm itted that the artists dis­ 
played excellent judgm ent in selecting 
suitable subjects, for the general sim i­ 
larity of all the Madonnas has been fre­ 
quently commented upon. 
St. A ugustine stated in no uncertain 
term s that no portrait of the Virgin ex­ 
isted in his time, but there was never­ 
theless a story to the effect that the 
Em press 
Eudocia 
discovered, 
while 
traveling in the Holy Land a painting 
of the Madonna which was thought to 
have been made from life. This is said 
to have been forwarded to a church in 
Constantinople, whence, after m any vi­ 
cissitudes, it found its way to the Ca­ 
thedral of St. M ark in Venice. 
There 
it is still said to be. though the weight 
of history would appear to be against 
this theory. 
Of the famous painters of Madonnas, 
none had more interesting careers than 
Bouguereau and Dolce. 
Adolphe Wil­ 
liam Bouguereau is, indeed, as versatile

as any artist of modern times, for while 
he justly won undying fame by his 
magnificently executed pictures on reli­ 
gious subjects, he is also recognized as 
one of the best delineators of the hu­ 
m an figure the world has ever pro­ 
duced. 
B ouguereau’s critics, while con­ 
ceding his great delicacy, contend that 
his work lacks the force which should 
be a characteristic of every artist who 
aspires to a place am ong the elect. 
Dolce is notable largely by reason of 
having painted a M adonna which has 
been more generally discussed than 
th a t of any other a rtist devoted to the 
idealization on canvas of Biblical ch a r­ 
acters. His d etractors—and their name 
is legion—declare th a t he was weak to 
a surprising degree and affect to be u n ­ 
able 
to 
understand 
why 
his 
nam e 
should have lived through the centu­ 
ries. On the other hund, no portrait of 
the M adonna has ever been more popu­ 
lar with 
the 
people a t 
large 
than 
Dolce’*. 
Plglhein 
is 
another 
artist 
whose work has been most highly com­ 
mended in some quarters a t the same 
time th at it was disparaged In others, 
his detractors In some cases going to 
the length of declaring th a t his figures 
are never “in proportion.”

“Capitalists have the right to com ­ 
bine capital In productive enterprises, 
and by lawful com petition drive indi­ 
vidual producers and small firms out 
of business.

right to form unions and fight this 
com petition of capitalists 
by lawful 
means.”

In fact Mr. D ick­ 
inson’s opinion on the point of in te r­ 
national law involved in the Salvador 
case probably had the greatest weight 
In the decision referred. 
W hen M r Dickinson was shown the 
W ashington despatch he said: 
“Calvo was a native of either V en­ 
ezuela or Brazil and he laid down the 
doctrine th a t foreign nations have no 
right to interfere in behalf of any of 
their subjects in 
obtaining 
justice. 
This doctrine 
either 
through 
diplo­ 
m atic arran g em en t or 
other 
ag ree­ 
ment, was adopted by all of the Latln- 
Ameriean countries of South and Cen­ 
tral America. 
“In our decision of the Salvador case 
Sir H enry Strong and myself refused 
absolutely to recognize the Calvo doc­ 
trine. 
The position taken under 
this 
idea is entirely erroneous, 
lf a sov­ 
ereign state m akes a contract with an 
individual and a controversy arises be­ 
tween them as to the term s of the con­ 
tract, it is ridiculous to assum e th a t 
the sovereign state—one of the parties 
to the contract—has the right to sit 
as a court and 
decide 
a 
quarrel 
in 
which it is itself a party. 
“T hat doctrine 
will 
have 
to 
be 
abandoned by all the countries th a t 
have taken it up as all foreign nations 
will insist upon the right to intervene 
in behalf of their subjects. 
Since our 
decision in the S alvador case was ren ­ 
dered, President Diaz of Mexico, one 
of the most capable executives of this 
L atin-A m erican country, has decided a 
case involving $2,000,000. 
In his deci­ 
sion he ignores 
the 
Calvo 
doctrine. 
President Diaz’s position is a very im ­ 
portant precedent and I expect th a t 
the belief of 
L atin-A m ericans 
th a t 
they can uphold the principle of non­ 
intervention will not last very long.”
